BellSouth interprets penalties to mean punishment for an offense or a
forfeiture for a crime. As such, BellSouth does not exact “penalties” upon
its customers.

However, CSA contract negotiations generally do result in mutually
agreed upon termination liabilities that apply if the contract ends prior to
the mutually agreed upon expiration date. These termination liabilities are
comparable to those found in BellSouth’s approved tariffs in Kentucky.
